To 
London accordingly he went; but -found there

a houle in Jamaica, and embarked for that ifland 
with the full refolution of being as richas Alder- 
man Bechford before he returned. He failed of 
being as rich, but he was fully as happy, and in 
the courfe of that happinefs {pent all the remaiader 
of his patrimony. He afterwards vifited {everal 
of the American provincess Without. any increafe 
of fortune, or decreafe o good humour; and at 
laf returned home with no money ix bis purfe,and 
but little iaforniation in his miad, but with that 
flow of anima! {pirits which no i'! fuccefs could o- 
vercome, and that fort of buzzing idea of future 
good fortune, whish no experience of difappoint- 
ment has ever been able to drive out of his head.

On the 4th of November arrived at Savanna-la- 
Mar, the fhip Mavinhe, Richard Keefe, mafter, 
from this port, which place he left the 5th of Oc- 
tober, and met with a gale of wind off the coaft, 
which obliged him to throw part of the lumber o- 
verboara, hencoops, &c.

On the 3d init. the cannon of the Seraglio an- 
nounced the favourite news received from the 
Grand Vizir, who, onthe z1ftof September, at-
